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FOREWORD 



College students became more aware o'f the job market in the Seyenties, 
and chose tjieil: majors' accordingly . Thus, some dramatic ^hifts in the pattern 
of degree granted over the 10-year period from 1968-69 to 1978-79 are high- 
lighted in this edition of the SREB series on degrees awarded*. For elxample, 
l^t the undergraduate level, students moved away from the study of teacher edu- 
cation, langu2rges, mathematics, and the physical and natural' sciences and 
chose instead to follow courses of study leading to better job prospects, in 
agrfcul-ture, business and management, computer science, engineering, and the 
health professions. ' ' , 

' One major concern is the marked falling off of degrees in what has come 
to be known as the "high technology" fields, including the hard sciences and 
mathematics.- Although two of these field's (engineering and computer science) 
have shown growth at the baccalaureate level, the production of engineering 
doctorates ^is far* off the pace of- a decade ago. In its latest annual teport 
to Congress o^n the state of science and technology, the National Sciences, 
Foundation concludes, "The most pressing, and immediate problem in engineering 
schools and computer science departttients is the ^acquisition, retention, and 
maintenance of high-quality faculty." The effects of thege shortages u^on 
th^ economy and u{)on the scientific leadership role of the nation may not ^ 
become fully' evident unt;^l the approach of the next, century . 

The problems of these high technblogy manpower shortfalls -arse sometimes 
shrugged off as stemming from failure of th^ elementary and secondary schools 
to mobilize the full talent of young peopl^e in mathematics and science curric- 
ul^ums. But much of the explanation of tl>^se shortages can also be placed on 
the doorsteps of colleges anid universities, whos^ requirements for admission 
have become increasingly relaxfed— first under the Sixties' influence of the 
search for "relevance ," -followed by the Seventies' slowdown in overall f growth 
of - hi^er* education and a consequent heightening of competition for students. 

Meanwhile, blacky cit^izens are qontinuing to ,giin increased ^a'ccess to higher 
educati^on, but the annual number of, earned degrees is up only slightly. At the\ 
end of the Seventies, degree^ awarded to blacks remained heavily xronoentrated 
at the two-year or associate level. y The numbers. diminish sharply and succes- 
sively as one moves up through tke^accalaureate, master's, and ddctoxal ranks. 
Improvement of representation by blacks, in areas of critical manpower shortage 
continues to be suggested as a means fpr simultaneously dealing with problems 
on two fronts--the manpower needs o^^'^sdciety and the opportunity need§ of 
minorities. Overall progress in resolution of these, two problem areas has been 
slow, but visible improvement of black participation/ at 'the associate and 
baccalaureate levels g^es ptomlse for gradual accelera;tion in production of' 
advanced degrees by ^)14cKs. \ n 
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, . A 10-YEAR PERSPECTIVE ON DEGREES AWARDED 

The ' changing ace of higher^ education in <the South arid the* responsive- ' 
ness of postsecondar^ education to employment opportunities can be viewed 
by exaiAining trends in earned degrees by discipline and leyel over the past 
decade » ^ ^ ' >^ „ 

Today, for exaniple, teacher education programs account for a' far greater 
slice of master's and doctoral degrees than was true 10 years ago. This 
growth in advanced teacher education degrees is dile in part to the statutory 
lifiking of educational administrator and teacher pay schedules to the accu- 
mulation of graduate credits and degrees. State ce^^ication requirements 
that call for ve*teran teacVers to pursue continuing education on a regular 
basis also have influenced the substantial growth of graduate teacher edu- 
.cation degrees. * 

Advanced degrees in engineering are- in short supply, .despite the critical 
need^for Ph*D*-trained faculty. Between 1968 and 1978, while undergraduate' 
engineering awards'' soared, doctorates in engineering registered an absoluj^e ^ 
decline. 'A pivotal factor in this decline, observers not<e, is the meager 
advantage in smarting salary Which is of^red by in^stry to individuals 
with -the doctorate in engin^ting, compared with those holding only a bac- 
»calaureate degree. ^

Computer 'science i% a field in which thepe is considerable d^mand^ for 

graduates ^t all levels. There has be^n a perc'entage increase in' the share 

» 

of -eomputer science degrees during the 10-year period/ although the field 

still accounts for only a small* fraction of total degrees awarded. It appears 

that degrees in computer science ha,ve increased at the expense of mathematics 

and engineering, two fields to which the discip^line closely ''relates . Thus, 

« 

'it might be concluded that students with mathematical or engineering aptitude 
are being attracted to computer science because of its brighter employment 
prospects, particularly at the graduate level. ^ ^ , 

The physical science areas have registered a pronounced decline in 
their share^ of earned degrees over the decade, a decline which can be ex- 
plained in part by the phase-out cff qjassive federal programs that sparked * * 
increased degree productidn in these fields during tl>e post-Sputnik era of - 
the early •Sixties. * . . 

In some^ acAiemic fields, growth or decline trends^ are similar at all 
degree levels. Broad growth at all levels wasydisplayed by the fields of . 
agriculture, architecture, business and management^ computer science, health 
professions, psychology, and general ahd interdisciplinary studies. Decline 



occurred across the board in the fields'of foreign lang'uage*^, letters 
(particularly English)', matTiematics , physical sciences, and socii^l sciences. 

Beside engineering,' fields in which growth at the bachelor's level h^e 
not been notched by expansion in advanced degrees are fine and applied arts^ 
and the biological sciences. Although education increased greatly at^he ^ 
graduate level, it declined signif icaatly at the baccalaureate level, where , 



dim employment prospects due to the oversupply of teachers, in the Sev^ 

r . • - * ' V - \ 

sometimes prompted students to pursue graduate study as a stop-gap. 

Areas, of substantial increase at one or more degree levels are: agrl- 

culture (baccalaureate), business and management (baccalaureate and master's) 

home economics (baccalaureat^ and doctoral), and religion (doctoral). Indi- 

— -^^-^ • 

vidual areas of m^jor decline are: education (baccalat^r^ate) , .and library 
science- (baccalaureate) . 

In the field of religion, declines at both the bachelor's a^ master's 
levels were matched by a large increase of doctorates,, apparently res\ilting 



from popularity of part-time study for degrees like the Doctor of ilinistry, 
which is attractive to clergymen in full-time employment.. 

GENERAL SUMMARY OF 1978-79 DATA 

Degrees Awarded in the Nation and the South, by Race, 1978-79 "is one 
of a continuing seriesy^f" SREB reports based on earned .degree data collected 
by the Natioltal Center for Education Statistics (NCES).^ 

Doctoral Degrees . In 1978-79, both regionally and nationally, the 
decline in the number of doctoral degrees which had been experienced in the 
two previous years was revised • (Table A), But the nationwide increase of 1.9 
percent, was not enough to offset the decrease of the previous, years , leaving 
the total number of doctorates -awarded still A percent below the high mark 
of 197A-75. In the South, however, the A. 5 percent increase in number of ^

master degrees awarded. The number of doctorate^ awarded in the South 
turned upward to a new high pf 7,606 — following a/ two-year interruption in 
growth — bringing the South's share to 23 percent. Decline in the number of 
doctorates awarded^^as reported for Ai*kansas, Louisiana, and /Mississippi. 

First professional degrees awarded in the South 'exceeded 17,000, 
accounting foj^just under^25 perc^t of the national total. The *eight-year 
SREB' growth rate Iji^the numbeif'of first pr^of egsional degrees awarded (79%) 
was almost identical with the growth rate for the nation. 

The num'ber of associate degrees doubled for the South during , the. pas t 
eight years; and the rate of growth^in number of baccal^reate degrees (18.3%) 
was nearly -double th^t of the nation (10*1%). , These differences reflect the 
later development and rapid growth of -higher education ^in the South However, 
not all the SREB states exhibited increases in baccalaureates; Kentucky, 
Mississippi, West Virginia reported declines for the last two years..

This is^' 
clearly the case in teachej: education, where blacks outpace whites in the 
respective proportions of 'degrees earned at the master's and doctoral 
levels by an almost two to one margin. ) 

However, there is discernible moven^nt toward some areas of study 
currently offering increasingly favorable prospects for black employment 
and in areas-'of general manpower shortage. The field of business and man- 
agement is '» increasing in popularity with blacks, as a slightly greater

proportion of blacks than whites earn baccalaureate degrees in this field.

Also, at the master's level, busiij^^ and management .is, amgng those areas 
of study accounting for the largest increase in degrees awarded' to blacks. ^
